Are Only the Guilty Arrested? 


The State Motor Vehicle Department.is 


considering several changes in its point 
system. Hearings on the question have been 
held in Milwaukee. Wausau and Madison. 
Beports from Madison are that all of the 
changes were indorsed by witnesses. 


That is not strange since most of the 


changes would tend to ease the impact of 
the punishment on the drivers. However, 
included in the list of changes is a proposal 
to use the date of the violation rather 
than the date of conviction in determining 
accumulated points in any 12, 24 or 36 
month period. It was pointed out that some 
drivers when approaching the 12-point lim- 
it near the end of a 12-month period may 
seek to delay their appearance in court un- 
til the start of a new year. Thus they avoid 
the suspension of their driver's licenses 
since they are allowed 18 points in a two 
year period and only 12 in one year. This 
appears to be another version of the naive 
question "if he wasn't guilty why was he 
arrested?" 


The suspension of a driver's license is a 


severe punishment. In fact the law enforce- 
ment, officers have often reported that it is 
more effective than a fine in bringing the 
motorist into compliance with the law. Un- 
der all American rules of law. all men are 
innocent until proved guilty. Nevertheless, 
it appears quite plain that in this instance 
it is proposed to punish a man merely be- 
cause he was arrested and not because he 
has been proved guilty. Furthermore the 
punishment is not a light one. 


'Food for Peace1 


President Kennedy's 
"food-for-peace" 


plan has a humanitarian aim that cannot 
be denied and that is hard to oppose even 
when it obviously means the American 
taxpayers are buying the food for a lot of 
other people. But there are other angles 
involved that are bound to cause trouble. 


The first is domestic. As spokesmen for 


the American Farm Bureau have pointed 
out. there is danger that using our surplus 
products for continued overseas shipments 
will mean a continuation of the farm over- 
production which has harried farmers, the 
government and taxpayers for years. If the 
sending of food overseas was a long-range 
plan there would obviously be jobs created- 
or maintained for farmers in this coun- 
try. But observers should realize that the 
ordinary taxpayer is footing the major por- 
tion of the bill. It is only the pressure cre- 
ated by the enormous surplus food supplies 
that has led to any attempt to solve the 
whole matter of over-production, either by 
limitations on output or upon acreage. Ob- 
viously no congressmen, whose constit- 
uents raise peanuts or wheat, are going to 
inaugurate reform. 


Secondly, the problem is one of foreign

The mo- 
torist who thus escapes the lifting of his 
license under the 12 points in one year 
rule may in fact be no more dangerous than 
the motorist who actually accumulates only 
9 or 10 points in a year and a few 
weeks later has another accident beyond 
the 12-month limit. 


Punishment for traffic violations, as is 


well known, must be held within the 
bounds of reason. It is very well known that 
merely lifting a driver's license does not 
necessarily lift him from the seat behind 
the steering wheel. If licenses are sus- 
pended unfairly or under a rule which ap- 
pears to the driver to be unjust, the tempta- 
tion to drive without a license will be in- 
creased. It would be much better to have 
a driver on the road who is carefully de- 
fending his right to drive with only a small 
margin of points in his favor than to have 
the same man out there with a knowledge 
of guilt because he is driving without a li- 
cense. The unlicensed driver is dangerous 
in that he is tempted to flee from an acci- 
dent or any other violation which may re- 
veal his unlicensed status.

Penicillin Is 20 Years Old 


Twenty years ago this month penicillin 


first was injected into a human being. That 
human being was a London policeman 
gravely ill with a "staph" infection. His 
temperature had ranged from 102 to 105. 
Boils and abscesses covered his body. 
Physicians had tried everything but death 
was near when they remembered that Dr. 
Howard Florey of Radcliffe Hospital on 
the Oxford University campus had about 
half a teaspoonful of penicillin. This was 
administered to the patient and immediate- 
ly his temperature dropped. But that half 
a teaspoonful of penicillin, all there was in 
the world at that time, was not enough 
and the patient died. The doctors knew, 
however, they had witnessed an important 
medical event. 


In England, the drug could be produced 


only in thimblesful so doctors there called 
upon the United States Department of 
Agriculture which operated a huge re- 
search laboratory at Peoria, HL Progress 
was slow until a new mold was discovered 
in a food stand in Peoria. Moldy cantaloupe 
was found to have a strain of penicillin 
capable of producing several hundred 
times as much as the molds used previous- 


ly. Immediately- there was a tremendous 
demand from doctors and from the govern- 
ment for this life-saving drug. 


Today it is produced in huge quantities. 


In August, 1943. 5 million units of peni- 
cillin were sold for SI,000. Today a similar 
amount sells for $3.51. That is less than 
30 cents a tablet. 


At this bargain price, penicillin is-avail- 


able to everyone. During the last 20 years 
it has saved thousands of lives and it has 
eliminated thousands of hours of suffering. 
There are many other miracle drugs now 
on the market but Dr. Selman Waksman, 
who discovered streptomycin, says that this 
field is just in its infancy. Probably some 
day there will be an antibiotic to cure virus 
diseases such as the common cold and in- 
fluenza, and some hope even cancer. 


Penicillin has shortcomings. S o m e 


germs gain immunity to it and thus become 
very difficult to control. Some people are 
sensitive to the drug and cannot use it. 
Nevertheless it is believed to be one of 
the most useful of the antibiotics although 
its anniversary passed practically un- 
noticed. Many people have benefited from 
it but few realize how much. 


"I shall not easily forget the 


first time I ever saw Abraham

Should be Engraved 


Parents of the bride send the wedding invitations. Invitations, 


which are available at reliable and reputable stationers, should be 
engraved. However, if one must compromise because of finances, 
there is a pscudo engraving method which is acceptable but not 
recommended unless necessary. 


Invitations may also be hand written in the same conventional 


phrasing and spacing, or the bride's mother may do the inviting 
by writing informal notes or by telephoning, especially if the wed- 
ding is to be small. 


Avoid Fancy 


Fancy or novel forms and folds of invitations should be avoided 


such as those decorated with embossed wedding bells, rings, doves 
and flowers. The tissue supplied by the stationer may be placed on 
top of the engraving or discarded. Its purpose is to prevent the ink 
from smudging.
